Chicago, Oct. 7.—Dr. Oliver B. Hart, 
a young physician residing in the su­ 
burb of Rogers Park, Si in the custody 
of the police pending further investi­ 
gation of the death of Irene Klokow, 
ten years old, which occurred Thurs­ 
day in the residence of the physician. 
It is the opinion of the police that a 
charge 
of 
murder 
will he 
lodged 
against Dr. Hart and that he will have 
much trouble to escape conviction. 
The girl died in a bedroom of tho 
H art—rr s idriici1 iii which ’She abd tTTe" 
physician had been locked for several 
hours. 
It is 
the opinion of 
the au­ 
thorities thar the girl was maltreated 
and then poisoned in an attempt to 
conceal the crime. 
After finding that 
it was inrpi*;siblc for the child to re­ 
cover, the physician swallowed mor­ 
phine and lay in an unconscious con­ 
dition all of Thursday night and dur­ 
ing the greater part of Friday. 
Late 
Friday afternoon he partially recover­ 
ed and was brought to the city and 
locked up in the East Chicago avenue 
police station. 
The girl was 
taken about a year 
since from the Illinois industrial home 
for girls 
by Dr. Hart and his 
wife, 
who desired a girl who could serve 
iii a measure as companion for Mrs. 
Hart, who is but sixteen years of age, 
and at the sam e time do light work 
about the house. 
Thursday two sisters of Irene Klo­ 
kow called at the Hart residua e and 
in company with Mrs. Hart w'ent on 
a shopping 
expedition to the 
city. 
Irene complained of a headache and 
was left alone in the house with the 
physician. 
What 
happened in 
the 
house is not known exactly, but the 
firs' 
intimation 
that anything 
was 
wrong was a telephone m essage serif 
by Dr. Hart to a neighbor, Mrs. Rich- 
ani Collis. 
Dr. 
Hart 
told the woo­ 
lman to summon help at once, as Iv 
w'as dying. 
Mrs. Cords gent word to 
a physician and then ran over to the 
Hart residence. 
She 
let her 
little 
daughter climb through a cellar win­ 
dow and unbolt the front door. After 
entering she called to Dr. Hart and 
he shouted from the floor above: 


Evidence of Desperate Struggle. 
“l i n e I am, von will have to break 
through another door."

open. 
T h e Klokow girl w a s lying on 
the bcd partially dressed, her ba lr d i­

given her som e medicine. 
Just then Mrs. Hart returned from 
her shopping expedition and the phy­ 
sician summoned by Mrs. 
Curtis ar­ 
rived. 
Dr. Hurt 
repeated 
his story 
to them and when the physicdan. Dr. 
II u I st rom, want 
to work 
over the 
girl, Dr. Hart went into an adjoining 
room and swallowed a large quantity 
of morphine. 
The efforts of Dr. 11 ti I - 
strom 
to revive 
the girl were 
un­ 
availing and she died in a short time. 
Dr. Hart was given some restoratives 
and Dr. Hill st rom 
labored over him 
for several hours before being con­ 
vinced that he would 
ultimately re­ 
cover. 
A detail of police officers was placed 
at Dr. Hart’s bedside and when the 
coroner’s inquest over the boily of the 
Klokow girl was adjourned he was 
formally taken into custody. 
The inquest 
was 
adjourned until 
next Tuesday, at which time the coro­ 
ner’s physician who has made ail ex­ 
amination of the body of Irene Klo­ 
kow will present his report. 
Dr. Hart has resided in Chicago but 
a short tim e aud is the son of a mil­ 
lionaire residing 
in St. Louis, 
who 
has sent him regularly an allowance 
of money which 
lias supported him 
and his wile, as he had no practice in 
his profession. 
Mrs. Hart was before hor marriage 
Vera kriegsniann, the daughter of an 
OHI cia! 
in the 
St. Ixniis 
postoffice. 
T h e y were married when Mrs. Hart 
was hut sixteen years of age.
